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SUBJ: LOS: MARINE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH YANKOV CONSULTATIONS 

1 . THIRD DAY OF DISCUSSIONS IN INFORMAL YANKOV NEGOTIATING 
GROUP CENTERED UPON DISCUSSION OF ARTICLE 60-THE CONSENT 
ARTICLE FOR RESEARCH IN THE ECONOMIC ZONE. THE U.S. 

OPENED DEBATE AND REITERATED THAT ARTICLE WAS UNACCEPTABLE 
AND DETAILED CONCESSIONS MADE IN THE COURSE OF NEGOTIATIONS 
OVER PAST FIVE YEARS. U.S. STATEMENT STRESSED PROPOSAL 
MADE BY SECRETARY KISSINGER IN APRIL AND SAID THE TIME HAS 
COME FOR OTHERS TO MAKE CONCESSIONS. THE NETHERLANDS 
INTERVENED STATING ARTICLE 60 WAS UNACCEPTABLE BECAUSE IT 
RUNS COUNTER TO THEIR VIEWS THAT ECONOMIC ZONE IS HIGH 
SEAS AND SUPPORTED GENEVA SNT. 

2. MEXICO WHILE STRESSING SUPPORT OF CONSENT REGIME MADE 
FOLLOWING PROPOSAL: 
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"1. MARINE SCINETIFIC RESEARCH ACTIVITIES IN THE 

ECONOMIC ZONE OR ON THE CONTINENTAL SHELF SHALL BE PROMOTED 

AND FACILITATED BY THE COASTAL STATE. TO THIS END, THE 

COASTAL STATE SHALL GRANT ITS CONSENT FOR MARINE 

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH ACTIVITIES IN ITS ECONOMIC ZONE OR 

ON ITS CONTINENTAL SHELF. 

2. THE COASTAL STATE MAY WITHHOLD ITS CONSENT FOR 
MARINE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH ACTIVITIES IN THE ECONOMIC 
ZONE OR ON THE CONTINENTAL SHELF IF THAT PROJECT:" AND 
THEN WOULD FOLLOW CATEGORIES A-D FROM PARAGRAPH 2 OF 
ARTICLE 60. 

3. FRG INTERVENED TO STATE THAT ARTICLE 60 WAS 
UNACCEPTABLE AND SUGGESTED MERGING PARAGRAPHS 1 AND 2 AS 
FOLLOWS: 

"MARINE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH ACTIVITIES IN THE 
ECONOMIC ZONE OR ON THE CONTINENTAL SHELF REQUIRE THE 
CONENST OF THE COASTAL STATE IF THE PROJECT:" 

AND THEN FRG WOULD LIST ITEMS A-D OF EXISTING ARTICLE 60 
NOTING THE NECESSITY TO EXAMINE IN DETAIL THE EXACT 
WORDING OF THOSE CATEGORIES. 

4. BRAZIL INTERVENED STATING THAT THEIR WILLINGNESS TO 
SEPARATE RESEARCH REGIME IN ECONOMIC ZONE AND IN TERRI- 
TORIAL SEA WAS A MAJOR CONCESSION FOR THEM. BRAZIL WENT 
ON TO STATE A WILLINGNESS TO ACCEPT QUALIFICATIONS ON 
THE EXERCISE OF CONSENT UNDER A CONSENT REGIME IN THE 
ECONOMIC ZONE AND STRESSED AGAIN THE FOLLOWING PROPOSAL: 

" 1 . COASTAL STATES IN THE EXERCISE OF THEIR 
EXCLUSIVE JURISDICTION HAVE THE RIGHT TO REGULATE, 

AUTHORIZE AND CONDUCT MARINE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH IN 
THEIR ECONOMIC ZONES ON THEIR CONTINENTAL SHELF. 

2. MARINE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH ACTIVITIES IN THE 
ECONOMIC ZONE AND ON THE CONTINENTAL SHELF SHALL BE 
CONDUCTED WITH THE EXPRESS CONSENT OF THE COASTAL STATE 
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AND IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE RELEVANT PROVISION OF THE 
CONVENTION. 

3. COASTASL STATES MAY WITHHOLD THEIR CONSENT 

TO THE CONDUCT OF A MARINE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH PROJECT 
IN THE ECONOMIC ZONE AND ON THE CONTINENTAL SHELF IF 
THAT PROJECT BEGIN UNDERLINE INTER ALIA; END UNDERLINE 
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A) BEARS UPON THE LIVING OR NON-LIVING 
RESOURCES OF THESE AREAS; 

B ) INVOLVES DRILLING OR THE USE OF EXPLOSIVES; 

C) INTERFERES WITH ANY ACTIVITY PERFORMED BY 
THE COASTAL STATE IN THESEE AREAS. 

D) EXISTING TEXT OF ARTICLE 60 (2) (D) PLUS THE 
FOLLOWING "OR ANY OTHER TYPE OF INSTALLATION OR 
STRUCTURE" 

E) IS NOT CONDUTED FOR EXCLUSIVELY PEACEFUL 
PURPOSES. 

PERU SUPPORTED BRAZILIAN SUGGESTION OF A SINGLE ARTICLE 
FOR TERRITORIAL SEA, ECONOMIC ZONE AND CONTINENTAL SHELF. 

PERU CALLED MARINE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH QUESTION OF 
CRITICAL IMPORTANCE BECAUSE THE REGIME FOR MARINE 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH MAY WELL DEFINE THE LEGAL STATUS 
OF THE ECONOMIC ZONE. CONSENT FOR RESEARCH IN THE 
ECONOMIC ZONE, PERU PROPOSED, SHOULD NOT BE UNREASON- 
ABLY DENIED. 

5. TANZANIA SUPPORTED BRAZILIAN PROPOSAL BUT 
SUGGESTED DELETION OF INTER ALIA AND RETENTION OF 
"ECONOMIC'TN SUBPARA (C) AND SAID THAT WAS AS FAR 
AS HE COULD GO. TANZANIA EXPRESSED "MISGIVINGS" 

ABOUT MEXICAN PROPOSAL. SOMALIA SUPPORTED 
BRAZILIAN PROPOSAL BUT WOULD RETAIN "INTER ALIA" AND 
STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF SUBPARA (E). KENYA INTERVENED 
STATING ECONOMIC ZONE WILL HAVE CERTAIN ELEMENTS OF 
HIGH SEAS AND CERTAIN ELEMENTS OF TERRITORIAL SEA 
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CONCLUDING THAT MARINE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH SHOULD BE 
A TERRITORIAL SEA ELEMENT. KENYA WENT ON TO ATTACK 
ARTICLE 64 DEALING WITH TACIT CONSENT. ON ARTICLE 60, 

KENYA AGREED THAT IN CERTAIN CASES THE COASTAL STATE 
SHALL NOT WITHHOLD ITS CONSENT BUT IT SHOULD BE PHRASED 
"MAY NOT WITHHOLD ITS CONSENT.” KENYA STATED MEXICAN 
PROPOSAL WAS A LITTLE BUT TOO STRONG. ECUADOR PROPOSED 
COASTAL STATES ESTABLISH STANDARDS TO GUARANTEE THAT 
CONSENT NOT BE DELAYED OR UNREASONABLY DENIED.
